WASHINGTON (A P) — Pres­ 
ident F ord, in a historic person­ 
al appearance before a con­ 
gressional panel, said today he 
discussed the possibility of par­ 
doning Richard M. Nixon if he 
resigned as president, but de­ 
clared there was no deal behind 
the subsequent pardon. 
Reading a lengthy statement 
in matter-of-fact tones, Ford 
told the nationally broadcast 
House Judiciary subcommittee 
hearing that “ I assure you that 
there never was at any time 
any agreement whatsoever con­ 
cerning a pardon to Mr. Nixon 
if he were to resign and I were 
to become President.” 
It was the first documented 
appearance of a sitting Presi­ 
dent before a congressional 
panel, and Ford said he agreed 
to voluntarily testify to fully 
and fairly present the facts be­ 


hind his pardon of Nixon. 
From the witness chair in the 
same room where 
the 
full 
Judiciary Committee conducted 
its hearings three months ago 
on Nixon’s impeachment, Ford 
made these major disclosures: 
—On Aug. 1 and 2, at meet­ 
ings with Nixon’s staff chief, 
Alexander M. Haig, and Nix­ 
on’s chief attorney, James D. 
St. Clair, there was discussion 
of a pardon for Nixon if he re­ 
signed — as Nixon did on Aug. 
9. But Ford said he made clear 
that “ nothing we had talked 
about ... should be given any 
consideration” by Nixon in de­ 
ciding whether to resign. 
—The 
only 
condition 
he 
placed on the pardon he grant­ 
ed Sept. 8 was that Nixon 
would accept it. 
—He had no reports from 
physicians or psychiatrists on 


Nixon’s health, but did talk to 
others who had seen Nixon 
after he resigned. But these re­ 
ports “ were not a controlling 
factor in my decision.” 
—He has decided that pardon 
requests of other Watergate fig­ 
ures will be routed through the 
Justice Department and he will 
consider them only after they 
are so processed. 
His 
statement 
concluded, 
Ford answered questions put by 
subcommittee 
members 
in 
turn, and firmly rejected any 
suggestion that there would 
have been reason for Haig to 
advise Nixon prior to his resig­ 
nation that he might be par­ 
doned if he quit the White 
House. 
The question was raised by 
Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., 
and Ford replied: “ None what­ 
soever. Categorically no.” 


Ford said he discussed the 
paidon with Haig on Aug. 1 
only because the Nixon adviser 
had told him of various options 
being considered in the White 
House, and asked him for any 
recommendations 
he 
might 
make. “ I had none,” Ford said. 
Edwards also noted that mer­ 
cy was one of the considera­ 
tions in the Nixon pardon, and 
asked whether the same consid­ 
eration might now apply to the 
five men now on trial in Wash­ 
ington for the Watergate cover- 
up. 
“ In light of the fact that 
these trials are being carried 
out at the present time, I think 
it’s inadviseable for me to com­ 
ment on any of the proceedings 
at those trials,” Ford replied. 
Much of the questioning pro­ 
vided only a review of what 
Ford had said earlier, in his 


White House statements and in 
his prepared testimony. 
In his prepared statement, 
Ford detailed repeated contacts 
he had as vice president with 
Haig and St. Clair on Aug. 1 
and 2. 


In one 45-minute session with 
Haig on Aug. 1, Ford said. Nix­ 
on’s staff chief reviewed a vari­ 
ety of options that included 
“ the question of whether the 
President could pardon himself 
... pardoning various Watergate 
defendants, then himself, fol­ 
lowed by resign ition ... a par­ 
don to the President should he 
resign.” 


Ford said: “ Gen. Haig want­ 
ed my views on the various 
courses of action as well as my 
attitude on the options of resig­ 
nation. However, he indicated 


he was not advocating any of 
the options.” 
Ford went voluntarily before 
the subcommittee on criminal 
justice and the chairman, Rep. 
William Hungate, D-Mo., said 
the 
presidential 
testimonv 
“ demonstrates his commitment 
to be open and candid with the 
American people.” 
Hungate said it was the first 
documented appearance by a 
sitting president before a com­ 
mittee of the Congress, al­ 
though tradition holds there 
was an unconfirmed appear­ 
ance by Abraham Lincoln be­ 
fore a House committee during 
the Civil War.

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$9,100 base salary

The Dixon teacher contract negotiations ended with 
the announcement at Wednesday night’s School Board 
meeting the Dixon Teachers Association had voted to ac­ 
cept a package which gives teachers an average pay boost 
of $1,050. 
Teachers had been working without a contract since 
the opening of school, under terms of last year’s contract. 
The new package, which sets base pay at $9,100, was 
ratified by “ a m ajority” of the DTA, according to Presi­ 
dent Richard McCarthy. He would not disclose results of 
the secret ballot taken Wednesday afternoon during a 
membership meeting. 
The DTA represents approximately 250 instructors in 
the district. 
The settlement will cost the district an additional 
$250,000 or $70,000 more than the school board had initially 
allocated for salaries. The total instructional salaries for 
the year will be $2.8 million. 
The $9,100 settlement was first offered by the board in 
August. At that time, the DTA rejected the offer and de­ 
manded a $9,200 base salary. Bogged down in talks, the 
two sides agreed to bring in a fact-finder in attempts to 
settle the dispute. And after the fact-finder, Prof. Rey­ 
nolds Seitz, made his report “ somewhat” favoring the 
$9,200 figure, the school board rejected the report and held 
out for the $9,100 figure. 
Seitz termed the teachers’ demands “ realistic” in one 
instance and “ unrealistic” in another, which prompted 
both sides in the dispute to capitalize on their terms. Seitz 
additionally recommended a type of compromise which 
would have given first, second and third vear teachers a 


base pay of $9,100 and from the fourth year on a base pay 
of $9,200. 
TTie fact-finder’s report was made public at Wednes­ 
day’s meeting. 
Board President Jam es Dixon, in announcing the set­ 
tlement, said of the full year of negotiations “ we have 
been adversaries but not enemies . . . if you want good 
employes and good morale you have to treat them (teach­ 
ers ) fairly and I believe we have.” 
Both Dixon and McCarthy repsonded to what thev 


structors a greater salary than teachers in the Rockford 
School District, which educates some 40,000 students com­ 
pared with Dixon’s enrollment of 4,371. 
The salaries of Dixon’s three top administrators, as 
well as other employes of the district not covered by con­ 
tract settlements with the DTA, were approved following 
a meeting of the Dixon School Board which State’s Atty.

The agreement places Dixon teachers on a financial 
“ pedestal” from other area teachers who adopted con­ 
tracts offering a lesser base. The Dixon pact offers in­

Analyzing the results 
Fact-find ing p rocess 
p roves only formality

TTie fact finder’s report sub­ 
mitted in the midst of a salary 
dispute between the Dixon 
Board of Education and the 
Dixon Teachers Association ap­ 
peared to be a mere formality— 
just a step to follow with no con­ 
clusion. 
Both sides stuck to their orig­ 
inal demands from the outset of 
negotiations nearly one year 
ago until Wednesday when the 
DTA accepted the $9,100 base 
offered by the board. 
It was interesting to note that 
the Dixon community is ranked 
third highest in the state for 
family income, an argument 
which the DTA used to substan­ 
tiate a claim that their higher 
demands were affordable by 
the community. The revelation, 
which places Dixon just behind 
the affluent Chicago suburbs of 
Winnetka and Lake Forest in fi­ 
nancial capabilities, was not 
challenged by the board. 
There were, and there re­ 
main, hard feelings between 
the two sides and no exchange 
of “ niceties” between James 
Dixon, board president, and 
Richard McCarthy, DTA presi­ 
dent, can change that. McCar­ 
thy said it in a hand-out distrib­ 
uted to the press at Wednes 
day’s School Board meeting. 
“ To say the Association was 
sorry that the Board saw fit to 
reject the fact finder’s report is 
putting it m ildly.” 
There was more to the state­ 
ment. “ I am perhaps most un­ 
happy, however, with the fact 
that none of the board members 
seemed to understand what was 
most obvious to me. That fact 
is, that in the private sector of 
labor management relations, a 
third party is brought in to arbi­ 
trate a settlement using the two 
last best offers . . . I truly be­ 
lieve that this is exactly what 
Prof Seitz hadin mind and am 
only sorry it was not more rec­ 


ognizable,” the statement said. 
In rejecting the fact finder’s 
report, 
the 
school 
board 
claimed Seitz stepped outside 
his authority and attempted to 
mediate a settlement based 
upon a dual base salary. 
Looking into the report, one 
finds contradictions. Like on 
page 4, Seitz claims . . . “ I do 
not feel that the Association has 
made a demand which is utter­ 
ly unreasonable” and again, on 
page 5, he says, “ I am con­ 
vinced that in the light of the 
cost of living, the teachers’ re­ 
quest is not utterly unreasona­ 
ble.” 
But on page 6, Seitz made a 
turn-around and stated “ I think 
teachers are unrealistic when 
they try to push beginning sal­ 
aries as high as the Association 
did in this instance.” 
Still other statements con­ 
tained in the report lead one to 
believe that Seitz wasn’t quite 
sure of anything. 
“ I sincerely believe that the 
base offered by the Board is 
quite reasonable as far as going 
to teachers in the early years of 
their experience” and he went 
on to say, “ It is apparent that I 
am about to recommend that 
the Board give some heed to the 
salary request of the Associa­ 
tion. I am convinced the Board 
has adequate resources.” 
Seitz then went on to recom­ 
mend a dual base salary, giving 
fourth-year teachers and above 
a base of $9,200, which is what 
the DTA wanted, and first 
second and third year teachers 
a $9,100 base which is what the 
Board wanted. 
Instead of attem pting to 
bring the sides together, Seitz’ 
report brought them apart

With the agreed settlement, 
teachers in the Dixon District 
have an enviable position, that 
of receiving more pay at the be­ 
ginning level and most other 
levels of the pay scale than any 
other district in Northern Illi­ 
nois outside of Chicago. That 
scale begins with $9,100 for a 
teacher with no experience and 
goes to a high of $17,654. 
There was another interest­ 
ing point in the DTA fact sheet 
submitted to the factfinder. It 
listed the audited returns for 
the school district for 1972 and 
1973 and the IBM run figures for 
1974 showing deficits of $186,000 
and $24,000 and not the estimat­ 
ed deficits of $300,000 and $500,- 
000 that were handed out in the 
days prior to the May 11 ref­ 
erendum .

Happy Rockefeller undergoes 
surgery for breast cancer 


N EW YO RK (A P) - Vice 
President-designate Nelson A. 
Rockefeller announced today 
that his wife, Happy, was un­ 
dergoing surgery for breast 
cancer. 
He described the surgery as 
a radical mastectomy in the 
left breast He said the surgery 
started at 8:30 a.m. in Sloan 
Kettering Memorial Hospital. 
“ I ’m confident that it’s going 
to come out. Air I can say is 
Thank God' that she got in and 


that this country has such won 
derful 
doctors,” 
Rockefeller 
told a news conference in his 
Manhattan office. 
The surgery came about a 
week after Betty Ford, wife of 
the President, left the hospital 
after undergoing a mastectomy 
herself. 
Asked how it would affect his 
pending nomination for the vice 
presidency, 
Rockefeller 
re­ 
sponded 
“ I think at this time 
perhaps all of us should be 


thinking about Happy.” 
Rockefeller opened the news 
conference by telling reporters, 
“ You won’t believe what I ’m 
going to tell you.” 
He said that Happy had dis­ 
covered a lump in her breast 
last Friday. He said there were 
three small nodules. 
He said that his wife was 
probably a little more con­ 
scious of the danger of breast 
cancer since the recent oper­ 
ation on President Ford’s wife.

Committee and the Mental Health Committee 
and the voucher noted the latter meeting was 
not paid for. 
On June 16, Mautino charged the county 
for two meetings, one for attending a session 
of the Zone 4 Division of the Illinois Associa­ 
tion of County Boards and the other for a 
County Highway Committee meeting. 
On Sept. 26, Mautino charged the county 
for attending a meeting of “ federal housing ” 
His brochure indicated he is a member of 
Federal Housing Authority which seems to 
have nothing to do with local government un­ 
less he means the Bureau County Housing Au­ 
thority . 


A check with Bureau County authorities 
indicates he is not a member of the county 
housing authority. 
Whatever this activity is, Mautino report­ 
ed attending three federal housing meetings 
during 1973 and charged for two of them and 
turned in mileage for all three 
Donald Burke, Dixon, another Democratic 
candidate for state representative from the 
37th District, is also a county board member 
He represents District 3 on the Lee County 
Board and in 1973 drew $1,150 in pay from the 
county. 
A survey of his pay vouchers shows no in­ 
stance of “ double-dipping” for that period. 
Burke is a member of the Lee County Housing 
Authority He submitted no vouchers for ser­ 
vice on that body. 


Richard Mautino, Spring Valley, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for state representative 
from the 37th District, in releasing his 1973 in­ 
come tax information in Dixon at a press con­ 
ference on Sept. 23, revealed he received $2,- 
300 from the Bureau County Board to which 
he was appointed in February 1973. 
A subsequent study of the 1973 pay for Lee 
County Board members showed the top 
amount received by one member was $2,075 
and the average pay was $844.60. 
Since Mautino served only 10 months on 
the Bureau board, because the fiscal year 
starts in December and he was not appointed 
until February, the amount he received 
seemed high. 
County Board members are paid a per 
diem amount for attending board meetings 
and committee meetings and other specified 
time spent in behalf of the county, according 
to state law. 
The attorney general of the state in 1972 
ruled per diem means per day and contended 
no member could charge for more than one 
meeting per day. 
Many board members may be on more 
than one committee and on occasions the 
member might attend two committee meet­ 
ings in one day; the attorney general ruling 
means only one meeting can be collected for 
attending. 
Also, the attorney general ruled, members 
are not to charge for any committee meetings 
held on the same day the board meets be 
cause the member is paid for attending that 
meeting. 
Board members in both Lee and Bureau 
Counties are paid $25 per diem. 
If any member does charge for more than 
one meeting per day, the practice is known as 
“ double-dipping ” 
At Rock Falls Wednesday night, Mautino 
told reporters he would not comment on the 
charge of his “ double-dipping” until he had 
checked the pay vouchers and, then, “ I will 
make a statement.”

‘‘It’s amazing what y ou can ac­ 
complish when people ex pect y ou to 
pu ll it off,” say s this somewhat shy , 
soft-spok en woman. ‘‘I cou ld n’t see 
my self talk ing to may ors and city 
commissioners and hand ing ou t 
leaflets on street corners. Bu t 
grou ps lik e the Leagu e giv e y ou self- 
confid ence. It’s a wond erfu l training 
grou nd for women.” 
Following Watergate and the res­ 
ignation and pard on of Presid ent 
Nix on, local leagu e members are 
hard er pressed than u su al to prod 
v oter interest. ‘‘We only had 18 per 
cent of of registered v oters tu rning 
ou t for the Lancaster cou nty pri­ 
mary ,” notes Mrs. Jaenick e. 
She think s the national scand als 
hav e ‘‘sou red ” pecó le, bu t when it 
comes to local cand id ates and hot lo­ 
cal topics lik e school bond s and zon­ 
ing laws—v oters will go to the polls. 
‘‘Arou nd here people nev er d id tru st 
Washington politics. Bu t local offi­ 
cials are k nown. They ’re ou r friend s 
and relativ es, so natu rally we’re in­ 
terested .” 
The Jaenick e family is alternate­ 
ly prou d and annoy ed that Ann Jaen­ 
ick e has assu med the two-y ear 
chapter presid ency . ‘‘The boy s 
(Richard , 13, and Ted , 12) are q u ite 
blase. They ^slik e tak ing telephone 
messages for me and they want to 
k now if they ’ll ev er get the d ining 
room back . It’s littered with leagu e 
stu ff. Liz, who’s 8, say s she’s ‘the lit­ 
tle one who need s me’ and wou ld 
lov e me to resign’!” 
Leagu e d u ties k eep Mrs. Jaeni­ 
ck e ou t at least one night a week , 
and she’s on the phone a lot. Bu t she 
still shops the famou s Farmer’s 
Mark et with her wick er bask et ev ­ 
ery Frid ay , prepares meals and gets 
the k id s off to school. Say s Henry 
Jaenick e: ‘‘My wife is tak ing care of 
the family —and the commu nity .” 


Te a c hing old dogs

It may be tru e, as the Pennsy lv a­ 
nia Du tch say ing has it, that ‘‘we get 
too soon old and too late smart.” Bu t 
it is not tru e that getting old er neces­ 
sarily means losing whatev er 
smarts y ou hav e. 
ITie commonly held belief that we 
hit a mental peak at abou t age 17 and 
then go d ownhill for the rest of ou r 
liv es is a my th, say s Dr. Lissy F. 
Jarv ik , a professor of psy chiatry at 
the Univ ersity of California in Los 
Angeles. 
Citing sev eral stu d ies, inclu d ing 
her own, of intellectu al fu nctioning 
among aging popu lations, she main­ 
tains that generally there is no d e­ 
cline in k nowled ge or reasoning abil­ 
ity , not only into the 30s and 40s, bu t 
into the 6 0s and 70s as well. 
One continu ing stu d y has been 
following child ren who are now 
ad u lts in their 40s. No d ecline in in­ 
tellectu al fu nctioning has been ob­ 
serv ed . Another su d y has followed 
college stu d ents who were first test­ 
ed at the time of World War II. These 
people are now in their 50s, and no 
d ecu M has been fou nd . 
ITie rd bst cammoU complaint of 
old er people is that their memory is 


not as good as it u sed to be. Bu t when 
learning tak es place u nd er labora­ 
tory cond itions, there is eq u ally pro­ 
ficient learning between y ou ng and 
old people and memory is also often 
eq u al. 
Mu ch of what we call loss of 
memory , say s Dr. Jarv ik , may be 
d u e to inad eq u ate learning in the 
first place, possibly cau sed by su ch 
factors as hearing d ifficu lty , im­ 
paired v ision, inattention or try ing 
to learn too fast. 
In ad d ition, she say s, mental d e­ 
terioration among old er people is of­ 
ten a sy mptom of d epression. Men­ 
tal alertness can often be restored 
simply by su pply ing cou nseling, 
psy chotherapy or antid epressant 
med icine. 
There is also a stereoty ped id ea 
abou t old er people and loss of mem­ 
ory , say s Dr. Jarv ik , and old people 
are as gu ilty of it as y ou ng ones. 
For instance, when an old er per­ 
son pu ts something somewhere and 
can’t find it later, we say it is ‘‘be­ 
cau se of age.” 
Ah, bu t when a y ou ng person d oes 
the same thing, some other ex cu se is 
offered and the failu re of memory is 
ignored . 


Sen. Ed ward M. Kenned y may 
hav e d one more than withd raw from 
consid eration in the 1976 presid en­ 
tial race. He may hav e remov ed 
himself as a contend er in 1980 as 
well, and possibly bey ond . 
Mu ch d epend s u pon which party 
wins the presid ency two y ears from 
now. 
If it is the Repu blicans—and Ger­ 
ald Ford , the lik ely GOP nominee, 
will be a formid able opponent for 
any bod y —then, of cou rse, the field 
will be thrown wid e open in 1980 for 
hopefu ls of both parties. 
Kenned y will be only 48 in 1980, 
still y ou ng by presid ential stand ­ 
ard s. If he is re-elected to the Senate 
in 1976, as he probably will be, he 
will hav e had six more y ears of ex ­ 
perience as the senior senator from 
Massachu setts, cou nting from now. 
The Chappaq u id d ick sand al will be 
six more y ears in the past. The 
heav y family responsibilities, which 
Kenned y gav e as the major reason 
for his d ecision not to seek the presi­ 
d ency in 1976, will presu mably be- 
lessened . 
Howev er, if the Democratic can­ 
d id ate, whoev er he will be, wins the 
election in 1976, it can be assu med 
that as incu mbent presid ent he will 
be nominated for a second term in 
1980, barring d eath or v olu ntary re­ 
tirement. 
In that ev ent, it wou ld be 1984 be­ 
fore Kenned y wou ld once again be a 
talk ed -abou t cand id ate. At 52, he 
wou ld be a matu re if not eld er 
statesman. And Chappaq u id d ick 
then wou ld be 15 y ears in the past. 
Bu t ev en the best presid ential 
timber d eteriorates with time. Ev en 
the most charismatic personality 
grows stale. 
There hav e been other men in the 
cou nty ’s history who were ou t­ 
stand ingly q u alified for the presi­ 
d ency , other q u ad rennial contend ers 
who for one reason or another nev er 
cau ght that gold ring on the merry - 
go-rou nd , u ntil time and fate passed 
them by . Henry Clay , John C. Cal­ 
hou n and Daniel Weteter are among 
those who come to mind . 
There is also the possibility that 
Ed ward Kenned y simply d oes not 
want to be presid ent. Not ev ery man 
d oes. 
Any way , as Watergate has so 
d ramatically d emonstrated , it is 
foolhard y to specu late abou t politi­ 
cal fortu nes ev en months into the fu ­ 
tu re, let alone a fu ll d ecad e. 
Tliere is alway s the u nex pected , 
the u nforeseeable, which can tu rn 
ev ery thing u psid e-d own ov ernight. 
Public 
e duc a tion 
Abe Kalish, a long observ er of ed ­ 
u cation and former ex ecu tiv e secre­ 
tary of Accu racy in Med ia, now au ­ 
thor of a monthly colu mn abou t the 
$55 billion pu blic ed u cation ind u stry 
say s it is a d isaster. 
He say s the American pu blic 
school sy stem was established with 
the hope and promise it wou ld abol­ 
ish ignorance and tod ay is incu lcat­ 
ing it. 
Kalish blames this on the elimi­ 
nation of phonetic read ing 30 y ears 
ago and the su bstitu tion of what he 
calls ‘‘u ntested , irrational sy stem of 
gu essing at the meaning of entire 
word s. 
He claims, as a resu lt of this, 
there are now 20 million illiterates in 
the United States tod ay . 
Kalish argu es parents mu st be­ 
come inv olv ed in their child ren’s ed ­ 
u cation and not leav e it to the “ex ­ 
perts.” 
He tells of two men who hav e 
d one something abou t this: Robert 
TTiorn, Fairfax , Va., who started his 
own small school 10 y ears ago and 
now enrolls 800 pu pils from the first 
grad e throu gh two y ears of college, 
and Robert Lov e, Wichita, Kan., 
who fou nd ed the Wichita Collegiate 
12 y ears ago and ru ns it as a bu si­ 
ness, su ccessfu lly . 
Kalish d eclares the establish­ 
ment of priv ate schools is ev id ently 
hav ing an increasing appeal for 
many ambitiou s y ou ng people who 
see in this area an ex citing, free en­ 
terprise opportu nity .

To the Ed itor: 
I am writing in behalf of the Lee 
Cou nty Nu rsing Home located at 
Dix on. As a past member of the 
Fou rth Estate as an ed itor and col­ 
u mnist and prou d to be, y et I strong­ 
ly feel that there are two sid es to ev ­ 
ery story and it is the d u ty of all 
newspapers to be u nbiased . News­ 
papers in all cases or stories as it 
may be, shou ld be fair in pu blishing 
su ch facts. 
As a newspaper woman for most 
20 y ears I am u sed to the “come on 
trick s” for stimu lating read ing in­ 
terest, BUT I hav e nev er cu t d own a 
commu nity or misrepresented the 
pictu re. In this case Mr. Nellis k new 
of the cost conscience efforts being 
mad e at the nu rsing home and he d id 
not print it, bu t he d id print in major 
head lines on sev eral occasions the 
ex act opposite v iewpoint. 
On Oct. 3, sev eral d ay s before the 
“Hu b Bu b” of negativ e head lines 
began, I was ask ed to attend a meet­ 
ing held at Lee Cou nty Nu rsing 
Home to ex plain to the Nu rsing 
Home and Health Committee how 
food s were pu rchased and what was 
being d one to red u ce food costs y et, 
maintain q u ality of all food s. This IS 
my job . . . to maintain q u ality and 
red u ce costs. 


I felt that a complete report was 
giv en to all members in attend ance, 
and a newspaper representativ e, 
Mr. Nellis, to whom I was not intro­ 
d u ced , and whom I thou ght was an­ 
other committee member. Not u ntil 
after the meeting was ov er was I 
told who the reporter was. Record s 
were also passed arou nd for com­ 
ment. Du ring this report members 
were told how we were try ing cheap­ 
er brand s of food s and followed these 
food s throu gh for inspection to the 
pans, and what we fou nd in ou r su r­ 
v ey . It was ex plained that it d id not 
pay to pu rchase su ch food s, and that 
it consu med mu ch time from the 
pu rchasing effort, check ing ord ers 
off the tru ck s, inspection of the con­ 
d ition of cans of food , to the storage 
shelv es. Many incid ents tiirou gh the 
d aUy su rv ey were reported . 
At the finale of ttie report com­ 
ment was heard from the committee 
members and they approv ed the ac­ 
tion we had tak en and which had 
been in progress for sev eral months 
to cu t costs, y et maintain the q u ality 
of food s that we want to feed ou r res­ 
id ents. 
Upon recollection that we had a 
newspaperman at the meeting, I d id 
recall seeing a freq u ent smile come 
from his lips bu t I nev er d id see the 


fav orable report pu t into print and 
pu blished in his newspaper. 
Going back to the Fou rth Estate, 
simply this is the factu al base of an 
ink -soak ed newspaper woman who 
believ es in bu ild ing a commu nity 
and its need s as well as writing and 
pu blishing the positiv e facts as well 
as the negativ e ones and giv ing 
read ers the fu llest d escription of the 
situ ation both way s as possible. 
Many of u s still believ e in letting the 
pu blic be the ju d ge rather than to 
lead them into a one-way street with 
no come back 
I still believ e in bu ild ing a com­ 
mu nity and to back any feasible and 
possible asset for su ch. I am amazed 
... stu nned ... ov erwhelmed at su ch 
argu mented pu blications against i 
j one of the finest nu rsing homes I hav e 
'been priv ileged to be in, and I hav e 
v isited many . I want to mak e y ou 
aware of the fact that I am writing 
this letter to y ou withou t seek ing ap­ 
prov al becau se I feel that an inju s­ 
tice has been d ealt that I witnessed 
. .. and as a citizen I insist that the

The problem of reasonable d igni­ 
fied care for the Old er American and 
the ill confined to ou r nu rsing homes 
was a major topic at this week ’s 
American Dietetic Association Con­ 
v ention. Concern, care, honesty , 
professional ethics, gov ernment 
controls and regu lations, labor rela­ 
tions and good nu trition were areas 
of in-d epth stu d y . 
The cu rrent attack on Lee Cou nty 
Nu rsing Home is u nfair in regard to 
the criticism on the food costs and 
the q u alifications of the ad ministra­ 
tor. 
The menu s and the coord inated 
mod ified d iets are written and re­ 
v iewed by Lois Bu ell, Mt. Morris, 
and my self, both registered d ieti­ 
tians who work as a consu lting team 
for Lee Cou nty Nu rsing Home and 
the FYank lin Grov e Nu rsing Center. 
The serv ices of consu lting d ietitians, 
giv ing a minimu m of eight hou rs 
monthly to a facility is a gov ernment 
stand ard of req u irement, which in­ 
clu d es in-serv ice meetings and d i­ 
rect su perv ision of all operational 
aspects of the d epartment. The re­ 
ports of ou r consu ltations are on file 
in the ad ministrator’s office in both 
homes. 
The menu s meet the gov ernment 
regu lation for prov id ing the mini­ 
mu m d aily req u irements of nu tri­ 
ents and calories for geriatric pa­ 
tients. There are d efinite stand ard s 
set u p by the Food and Nu trition 
Cou ncils of the Health, Ed u cation 
and Welfare Department which are 
the basis for these menu s and ev ery 
effort is mad e by the ad ministrator 
and consu ltants that the d epartment 
complies with the regu lations. The 
menu s are rigid ly followed and it is 
not merely paper work to be pre­ 
sented to inspectors d u ring a su rv ey 
ju st to get accred itation which is 
aty pical of many nu rsing homes. 


The d ietary d epartment costs are 
generally the first to be trimmed 
when bu d gets are ov er-ex tend ed or 
the profit not as great as ex pected . 
The tax pay ers of the cou nty are wel­ 
come at any time to v isit the d epart­ 
ment and see that menu s are fol­ 
lowed as written and d irected . 
Mr. Henning reported on a 
su rv ey of nu rsing homes which he 
compared to LCNH. $1.50 to $1.83 per 
patient d ay was rev ealed and LCNH 
was $1.80. How can ad eq u ate com­ 
parisons be mad e when we hav e oc­ 
cu pied the facility for only sev en 
months? It was not stated when 
these comparativ e costs were tak en. 
Last month? Last Ju ly ? Last y ear? 
Tlie bu d get, as prepared by Joe 
Kleu ppel is honest and realistic and 
is tak ing into accou nt the d rastic in­ 
crease in costs. Mrs. Red ebau gh’s 
bu d get for the coming y ear was not 
stated in the newspaper accou nt, 
and as long as comparisons and crit­ 
icisms are being mad e perhaps she 
cou ld rev eal hers also. 
Su rplu s commod ity prod u cts 
hav e been on ord er for months and 
with the cu rrent World Food Prob­ 
lems they will u nd ou bted ly nev er ar­ 
riv e. Howev er the menu s incorpo­ 
rate rice, oatmeal, peanu t bu tter, 
and lentils, the commod ities offered 
to u s, as ohen as possible, as mu ch 
as two or three times per week , 
which is the max imu m allowance 
for menu rev iew. The many mod i­ 
fied d iets, as ord ered by the attend ­ 
ing phy sician, has ev en greater cu r­ 
tailment and control of su rplu s 
food s. Mod ified d iets are serv ed 
withou t ad d itional charges as are 
the meals d eliv ered to the patient in 
his room when he is u nable to come 
to the d ining room. Some homes 
charge for these serv ices as an ad d i­ 
tional sou rce of rev enu e. 
In d ietary d epartm ^t of LCNH 
we are operating on a high lev el of

The charge that it “hou nd ed 
Presid ent Nix on ou t of office” is 
something the press may nev er be 
able to refu te as far as many people 
are concerned . Bu t a far stronger 
case can be mad e that it was the 
press that elected him in the first 
place. 


Accord ing to a stu d y cond u cted 
by the Univ ersity of Michigan’s In­ 
stitu te for Social Research, newspa­ 
per end orsements of Richard Nix on 
were probably the d ecisiv e factor in 
his d efeat of Hu bert Hu mphrey in 
1968. 


In that election, in which the two 
cand id ates were separated by only 
abou t one per cent in the popu lar 
v ote, eight ou t of 10 newspa^rs en­ 
d orsed Nix on—a figu re ex ceed ed on­ 
ly in 1972 when nine ou t of 10 news­ 
papers end orsed him. 


Ind epend ent v oters, whose ballot 
swu ng the 1968 contest, were influ ­ 
enced by the cand id ates their news­ 
papers su pported , the stu d y fou nd . 
With other influ eices screened ou t, 
pro-Nix on newspapers tu rned abou t 
three per cent of the v ote toward the 
Repu blicans in 1968. 


“TTiere’s no d ou bt of the tremen­ 
d ou s effect TV has on cu rrent elec­ 
tions,” John Robinson of the insti­ 
tu te writes in Psy chology Tod ay 
magazine. Bu t the influ ence of 
newspapers “is greatly u nd erv al­ 
u ed .” 
One reason for the power of the 
press, he su ggests, is that people 
v iew a newspaper end orsement as a 
nonpartisan message that cu ts 
throu gh the confu sing argu ments of 
the campaign, red u cing Uiem to one 
conclu sion.

There is no such thing as an 
amicable divorce. It’s just that 
some husbands and wives are 
more adept at emotionally and 
economically eviscerating their 
spouses than others. 
Despite the advent of “ no­ 
fault” divorce in 
1970, the 
lawyer who fails to warn his 
client that he or she may suffer 
massive retaliation at the 
hands of the “ wronged spouse” 
— either doesn’t understand the 
law or human nature or both. 
On orders from the client, the 
lawyer and court may do their 
damndest to punish and avenge 
past marital transgressions to 
the fullest extent the law 
permits. 
“ No-fault” divorce was the 
first attempt to separate the 
process of divorce from the 
concept of blame. Before “ no­ 
fault” a spouse had to be 
proved guilty of, say, adultery, 
extreme 
cruelty, 
habitual 
drunkenness, insanity or the 
like. Of course, the other spouse 
was judged as 
“ innocent.” 
Even if the lawyers to the 
divorce proceedings didn’t say 


so in open court, they knew this 
concept was absurd. 
Today, all but seven states 
(Illin o is , 
M assachusetts, 
Mississippi, Montana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
South 
Dakota) have some kind of “ no­ 
fault” divorce statutes. Those 
laws permit the “ dissolution of 
the m arriage" because of 
"irreconcilable differences 
which 
have 
caused 
the 
irremediable breakdown of the 
marriage.” 
Most divorce lawywers (who 
prefer to call themselves 
matriomonial attorneys much 
in the fashion of garbage col­ 
lectors who like to be called 
sanitary engineers) fought the 
concept of “ no-fault” divorce. 
They predicted chaos in the 
courts. In reality what they 
feared was an untimely end to 
drawn-out divorce suits and 
accompanying 
sky’s-the-limit 
fees. 
Well, no-fault divorce is here 
to stay, but so are the high legal 
fees. 
There has been, nevertheless, 
one unexpected fallout from no­ 
fault — the “ do-it-yourself”

divorce. 
It is more possible for a 
carefully reasoning couple, say 
in their early 20’s with no 
children, little property and a 
dispassionate disgust with their 
marriage, to sit down, fill out a 
number of legal forms and then, 
for a modest fee, present them 
to a judge and get their own 
divorce — all without a lawyer. 
That’s the way about one in 
every 20 divorces in California 
is being handled. 
Your lawyer may tell you 
that many judges are horrified 
by the appearance of two 
citizens standing in front of the 
bench 
demanding 
legal 
satisfaction without attorneys. 
But what your lawyer won’t tell 
you is that many of those same 
judged are equally appalled by 
the ineptness of many divorce 
lawyers who appear in court 
acting as counsel. 
Almost to a man, divorce 
lawyers despise 
“ do-it-your­ 
self” divorce. They say that 
even in the 43 states which do 
not require “ grounds” for a 
divorce, there is still ample 
territory available for dispute 
and error; technical (result — 
bigamy), taxes (herecomes the 
I.R.S.), child support (back in 
court, this time with lawyers), 
community debts (credit agen­ 
cies), custody and visitation 
(back 
to court again), in-

alimony and-or child support, 
the husband just pays and pays. 
Because one spouse gets and 
the 
other 
gives, 
dovorce 
proceedings are usually filled 
with perjury, evasion and 
massive attempts at fault­ 
finding. As Joseph Epstein puts 
it in his recent book, “ Divorced 
in America,” “The process of 
divorce offers greater oppr- 
tunity for mental cruelty than 
marriage itself.” 
“ However, impeccably it is 
carried out with regard to legal 
niceties, divorce is corrupt at 
heart. That is not exactly a club 


secret, or of it is then a very 
large club is in on it, for it is 
something known to everyone 
who has ever been divorced, to 
every lawyer who has ever 
tried a divorce case, and to 
every judge that has ever 
presided over a divorce trial. 
Corruption is built into the very 
system of American divorce 
law,” according to Epstein. 
The effect of divorce on 
children, clearly the most 
significant question of all, re­ 
mains one about which all too 
little is known. In only one 
state, Wisconsin, is it man­ 


datory for a guardian ad litem, 
a lawyer for the children, to 
be appointed in contested 
divorces. The only obligation of 
the guardian ad litem is to 
protect the best interest of 
the child, not the warring 
parents. 
Don’t expect your divorce 
lawyer to urge you and your 
spouse to reconcile — because 
if you do, there goes his high 
fee. 
Although 
your 
divorce 
lawyer won’t suggest it, a 
couple considering divorce 
should spend a day or two in 
divorce court, listening to other 
couples go through the pro­ 
cedure. Then, perhaps, they 
might consider going to a 
legitimate marriage counselor. 
Ideally, there should be fewer 
divorce lawyers and more 
judicial arbitrators whose job it 
would be to determine whether 
a divorcing couple has made an 
equitable, sensible compact to 


end their marriage — without 
lawyers. 
Although this 
arbitrator 
would have some judicial 
powers, he or she would be paid 
by both parties to the divorce. If 
the couple cannot agree, then 
the arbitrator should send each 
of the parties to separate at­ 
torneys and assign a lawyer for 
any children involved. 
But if history is any indica­ 
tion, divorce lawyers will, all 
too unfortunately, be with us for 
a long time to come.

“ For he is so prejudiced in fa­ 
vor of his occult system that he 
pays little attention to whatever 
we write on our exam papers! 
“ And I have since learned 
. that several employers in Chi- 
cago also use the bumps on 
your head and the facial meas­ 
urements of applicants to de- 
. cide whether to hire them. 
“ Does psychology consider 
such methods as scientific?” 
Fun But Fallacious 
. Many of these so-called sys- 
°f character analysis are 
fun for parlor entertainment. 
But scientific psychologists 
have not found them valid for 
rating personality or for hiring 
. employes! 
Horoscopes offer you very 
entertaining character sketch­ 
es, depending on which month 
holds your birthday. 
Such descriptions contain 
about 90 per cent of very com­ 
plimentary remarks but then 
- insert maybe 10 per cent nega- 


tive attributes. 
The latter are included to dis­ 
arm your suspicion that the 
whole affair is merely a “ soft 
soap” or “ snow job” of 100 per 
cent flattery. 
And when you read the horo­ 
scope for your own birthday, 
you soon indulge in empathy, 
for you quickly identify your­ 
self with all the compliments 
ascribed to those born in that 
month. 
However, among my students 
at Northwestern University, I ’d 
often expose the ease with 
which they’d identify them­ 
selves with their known horo­ 
scope. 
For I ’d clip off the monthly 
dates for all the year’s horo­ 
scopes and then paste the cor­ 
responding horoscopes on card­ 
boards. 
The students then were to try 
to pick out their own particular 
horoscope from the entire 
group. 
What happened? 
W ell, they rated only a

chance score at being able to 
select the horoscope pertaining 
to their birth month! 
Which shows that we quickly 
identify 
ourselves 
with 
our 
known horoscope and then ea­ 
gerly accept all the compli­ 
ments cited therewith! 
But when we don’t know 
which horoscope pertains to our 
birthday, then we can’t select 
which one is supposed to apply 
to our own month! 
As regards phrenology (char­ 
acter reading from the bumps 
on your skull) you will find 
many employers who believe 
firm ly in such “ bumpology.” 
When you see newspaper ads 
under the “ Help Wanted” sec­ 
tion, if the prospective employ­ 
er asks for two photos (full 
front and side view ), he proba­ 


bly believes in character read­ 
ing from your facial features 
and shape of head. 
If a good job is at stake, go 
along with him, though actually 
his system has no scientific val­ 
idity ! But don’t argue if you can 
land a good job. 
Actually, the brain is like a 
computer, with millions of tiny 
wires (nerve branches) but no 
single spot represents musical 
talent vs. mathematical skill, 
etc. 
No “ bumps” bulge over any 
spot of a computer, either, and 
neither do bumps in the skull 
bulge over so-called “ character 
locations!” 
A jutting chin also may be­ 
long to a rank coward whereas 
a receding chin may pertain to 
a fighter personality, so facial

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Fact finder's report on Dixon teacher negotiations 


INTRODUCTION 
A hearing was held before the undersigned in the 
above matter at Dixon on Sept 16, 1974. The case for the 
Board was presented by James Dixon, president of the 
Board of Education. The Association’s case was intro­ 
duced under the direction of Randal Walcott, chief negoti­ 
ator of the Dixon Teachers Association. 
BACKGROUND 
The fact finder was called in to make a recommenda­ 
tion concerning the resolution of an impasse in negotia­ 
tions for the 1974-75 agreement. 
Only one unresolved term remained. That term was 
the salary scale. 
The Board offered a scale which began with a base of 
$9,100. The Association was requesting a base of $9,200. No 
request was made for a change in the vertical or horizon­ 
tal index that existed in the 1973-74 agreement. 
FINDING OF FACTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
The parties are to be commended that they have done 
so well at the negotiating table. It is apparent that the 
Board has improved fringe benefits and agreed to other 
interests of the Association. It was also apparent that the 
parties enjoy a good relationship and that the differing 
views as respects the salary scale is based upon honest 
and sincere convictions. 
The Board feels that its offer of a base salary of $9,100 
compares favorably with the increased cost of living and 
with the economic packages offered by districts in north­ 
western Illinois with which it feels it is proper to compare. 
The Association took the position that the figures 
which the Board used to portray the per cent of increase in 
salary give an unrealistic impression. The Association a r­ 
gued that Dixon was third in family income among dis­ 
tricts in Illinois and, therefore could afford to grant the 
Association’s request of $9,200 at the base of the salary 
scale. (In making the point as to the rank of Dixon as to 
family income, the assertion was that Dixon ranked just 
below two very affluent Chicago suburbs—Winnetka and 
Lake Forest. This statement was not challenged by the 
Board.) The Association submitted facts to establish that 
the cost of implementing its request for $9,200 would mean 
only an increased expenditure of $35,000. Pointing to a fig 
tire of $301,000 which the Association stated was budgeted 
DTA report to fact finder 


The Dixon Teachers Associa­ 
tion has conducted their negoti­ 
ations with the Board of Educa­ 
tion, School District 170, since 
December 1973. During that 
time period and the subsequent 
mediation hearings with Alan 
Harrison, in August 1974, all 
items have reached tentative 
agreement except the issue in­ 
volving base salary. 
The Association’s last best 
request was a $9,200 base and 
the Board’s last best offer was a 
$9,100 base. The Association 
voted to accept all other tenta­ 
tive agreements, other than the 
base salary, prior to the open­ 
ing of the 1974-75 school year. 
The Association believes it 
has negotiated in good faith 
with the Board of Education 
and we also believe that our 
salary request is not unreason­ 
able in light of the inflationary 
period the nation is undergoing 
The Association also believes 
that negotiations have been 
carried out a highly profes­ 
sional level by both sides and 
because of this a good working 
relationship still 
rem ains. 
Therefore, the Association is 
exercising its option to call in a 
Fact Finder to settle the re­ 
maining issue. 
The following items and ra­ 
tionale represent the Associa­ 
tion's stand: 
1. The consumer index on 
cost of living jumped 025 on 
wholesale prices during the 
month of August 1974. Translat­ 
ed into retail prices this means 
that the inflationary spiral will 
be rising at an annual percent­ 
age rate of 47 per cent. 
2. The total cost to the board 
for a $100 increase in the base is 
approximately $35,000. The 
money is allocated in the budg­ 
et and would not cause any 
strain on the budget. 
3. The amount of money allo­ 
cated in the 1974-75 budget for 
salaries for elementary and 
high school teachers is $2,880, 
000 This figure represents 
$301,000 over and above what 
was allocated for 1973-74 The 


Board’s last offer would cost 
about $250,000 of the $301,000 
that was budgeted. 
4. The State of Illinois con­ 
firms the fact that Dixon, Lee 
County has the third greatest 
per family income in the entire 
state. For this reason the Asso­ 
ciation believes that the cost of 
living 
necessitates 
a 
$9,200 
base. 
5. A survey of wage settle­ 
ments for six craft unions in 
Dixon shows that labor was 
granted an average increase of 
13.2 per cent. The labor’s union 
would earn an average of $10,- 
960 for a 40-hour week for 40 
weeks. In addition they would 
be eligible for unemployment 
benefits the remaining three 
months of the year. 
6. A 
standard 
practice 
among Boards of Education is 
to underestimate revenue and 
over estim ate expenditures. 
This leads those unfamiliar to 
school finance to assume that 
there is an increasing amount 
of deficit spending. According 
to the audited returns of 1972 
and 1973 and the Board’s IBM 
run figures for 1974, the deficit 
stood at $186,000 and $24,000 and 
not the estimated deficits of 
$300,000 plus and $500,000 plus 
in the 1973 and 1974 budgets. 
7. The Association emphasiz­ 
es the percentage of increase on 
base salaries in surrounding 
school districts. These percent­ 
age increases ranged from 8.6 
per cent to more than 11 per 
cent while the percentage in­ 
crease offered by the Board on 
a $9,100 base was 8.5 per cent. 
In light of the fact that Dixon 
has been a leader in the area we 
feel a 9.85 per cent increase to a 
$9,200 base is not unreasonable. 
The items and rationale pre 
sented represent the Associa­ 
tion’s stand on the matter under 
Fact Finding. The amount in­ 
volved, an extra $35,000, is 
available and puts no strain on 
the budget. We, therefore, be­ 
lieve that the Fact Finder has 
no other recourse than to rule in 
favor of the Association.

Additions to fringe benefits 


FOR 1974-75 CONTRACT 
1. Salary freeze provisions for poor performance rede­ 
fined to allow effected teacher to receive any increase 
in base salary and any professional advancement in­ 
crease. (Last year if teacher’s increment withheld be­ 
cause of poor performance, he or she was entitled only 
to the same salary as previous year with no increase in 
dollar amount.) 
2. Accumulated sick leave over 130 days to a maximum of 
55 days will be used as measure for a severance pay for 
teachers leaving the district for any reason Severance 
pay is at a rate of $11 per day. 
3. TTie two days for each of two association members to 
attend state association meetings was increased to six 
days to send any representatives to either a state or na­ 
tional association meeting without loss of pay 
4. The Board will reimburse teachers for travel (exclud­ 
ing home to school) at a rate of 15c per mile as well as 
costs such as meals and lodging The criteria shall be 
actual expense rather than a daily limit. 
5. The Board has agreed to a joint committee to study the 
feasibility of a sick leave bank. 
6. TTie requirement that teachers acquire five semester 
hours of professional growth each five years has been 
waived for teachers past age sixty. 


for instructional purposes and computing the cost of the 
Board’s last offer at $250,000, the Association took the 
position that it is apparent that money is available for the 
adoption of a salary scale built upon a $9,200 base. 
It did appear from the evidence that over the years 
the school board had put into the budget figures which 
were greater than actual expenditures. At any event, the 
evidence convinced me that money was available to pay 
the Association demand without the need for going to the 
voters for any increase in taxing power. Actually, the 
Board did not present an argument that it could not afford 
to pay. 


The main thrust of the Board argument is that if one 
looked at salary levels from 1966-67 to the present the per 
cent increase given to Dixon teachers was very fair. Tak­ 
ing as an example a teacher at the B.S. and M.S. in 1966 
who experienced only vertical advancement on the salary 
scale, the Board computed that the percent increase (us­ 
ing its offer of $9,100) was 234 per cent. Using as an exam­ 
ple a beginning teacher who experienced both vertical and 
horizontal movement on the salary scale, the Board com­ 
puted the advance since 1966 to be 259.5 per cent. These 
figures the Board argued contrasted with a cost of living 
increase over the same period of 146.5 per cent. 
The Board argument does not lead me to the conclu­ 
sion it wishes. On the surface it does appear as if the 
Board has done a very fine job of keeping up with the ad­ 
vance in the cost of living since 1966. The difficulty is that 
in 1966 the Dixon beginning salary at the base was only 
$5,400 It is my feeling that the Board had no reason to 
boast of the adequacy of such salary at that time. It, 
therefore, becomes obvious that when $5,400 is used as the 
base to calculate advances over the years, the percentage 
figure for the advances is quite unrealistic. 
Thinking in terms of cost of living in this inflationary 
era and looking at the top salaries which Dixon teachers 
can earn, I do not feel that the Association has made a de­ 
mand which is utterly unreasonable. Under the Board of­ 
fer the top salary for a teacher with a B.S. and 11 years of 
experience would be $13,195, for one with a B.S. plus 16 ad­ 
ditional credits and 12 years experience, it would be $13,- 
650, for one with an M .S. and 14 years experience it would 


be $16,380, and for one with an M.S. plus 16 additional 
credits it would be $16,926 and for the comparative few 
who had an M.S. and 16 years of experience and 32 addi­ 
tional credits it would be $17,654. 
Taking into account the years of experience and addi­ 
tional training and recognizing as I do that teaching is a 
significant profession and taking judicial notice of ad­ 
vances that would come over like years of experience to 
other professional and business people, I think it impossi­ 
ble to say that the request of the Association for an ad­ 
vance represents a totally unreasonable expectation in 
the light of the spiraling cost of living. 


There is, of course, another factor to which I must 
give consideration. The Board says it is keeping up with 
what other comparable districts in tis geographic area 
are paying teachers. It compared with DeKalb, Freeport, 
Geneseo, Hall, Kewanee, Mendota High School, Rochelle 
High School, Rock Falls, Rockford, Sterling and Streator. 
Only B.S., B.S. Maximum, M.S. and M.S. Maximum and 
top of schedule figures were presented. Using such com­ 
parisons the $9,100 scale at Dixon certainly indicated that 
it was keeping pace and was quite generally at the top of 
the list. Of course, the comparisons were not complete and 
did not show the number of years of experience needed to 
attain the various rates. I am, however, willing to assume 
that Dixon is doing quite satisfactorily when compared 
with the named communities in the geographic area. 
But, if the Dixon family income is third behind such 
districts as Winnetka and Lake Forest, it is appropriate to 
consider if it is unfair for the teachers to aspire to do bet­ 
ter to keep up with the cost of living when the demand they 
are making would still not put Dixon so completely out of 
line with other northwestern Illinois communities as to lit­ 
erally make it the “show place” when compared with 
such communities. 
It is apparent that I am about to recommend that the 
Board give some heed to the salary request of the Associa­ 
tion. I am convinced the Board has adequate resources. I 
am convinced that in the light of the cost of living the 
teachers request is not utterly unreasonable. I am not, 
however, simply going to approve the $9,200 base as re­ 
quested by the teachers. Neither am I going to suggest a

"split the difference’’ between the Board base offer of 
$9,100 and the Association base request of $9,200. 
What I am recommending is the adoption of the Asso- 
• 
ciation request so that those teachers beginning with the 
. 
fourth year of experience will get the benefit which the 
Association envisions. To accomplish this I recommend 
» 
that for the purpose of the mathematics involved compu- 
. 
tations be made on a base of $9,200 at B.S. at beginning ex­ 
perience. However, teachers in the first, second and third 
, 
year of experience are to be paid on a scale which has 
$9,100 as the base. When teachers begin their fourth year 
of experience they should go on the scale which is con- 
. 
structed as if $9,200 had been the base at the start of the 
first year of experience. 
I make this recommendation not as another technique 
for “splitting the difference” between the Board offer and 
the Association request. I make it because I sincerely be- 
• 
lieve that the base offered by the Board is quite reasona­ 
ble as far as going to teachers in the early years of their 
experience. I take judicial cognizance that a great many 
well trained college graduates in many fields do not start 
at a salary any higher than offered by the Board and often 
start at lower figures. 
I think teachers are unrealistic when they try to push 
beginning salaries as high as the Association did in this in­ 
stance. I recognize why the effort is made. The base salary 
dictates the pay for the rest of the career of the teacher. 
But there is no reason why this approach has to be so slav­ 
ishly followed by teacher groups. There is no reason why 
they cannot push for plans which will jump the salary at 
certain stages of experience. 
I could of course, have worked out some changed in­ 
dex figures which would produce the result which I feel is 
desireable but decline to do so because the teachers did 
not push such change at negotiations. 
Part of the Association request was designed to give 
the experienced teachers a chance to keep pace with infla­ 
tion in some reasonable proportion of their experience. 
Since I have already explained that I think the Board can 
afford to pay on the scale I recommend, I think the Board 
should follow the suggestion I have presented.

The Board of Education of 
Dixon Public Schools rejects 
the report and recommendation 
of Professor Reynolds C. Seitz. 
Professor Seitz correctly 
states on page one that “no re­ 
quest was made for a change in 
the vertical or horizontal index 
that 
existed 
in 
the 
1973-74 
Agreement,” and yet his re­ 
sponse recommends a change 
in that index system. His rec­ 
ommendation is well beyond 
the scope of his duties as a fact 
finder. Not only were all issues 
other than the question of the 
beginning base salary settled 
prior to the Sept 16, 1974 hear­ 
ing, but the question of a 
change in the index was not 
ever an issue at any time dur­ 
ing this year’s collective bar­ 
gaining On the simple basis of 
irrelevance Professor Seitz’s 
recommendation can be re ­ 
jected 
It should be noted that Pro­ 
fessor Seitz, on the single issue 
facing him for a decision and 
recommendation, clearly finds 
the Board’s offer to be reasona­ 
ble and the teachers’ demands 
to be unreasonable. On page six 
he states 
. I sincerely be­ 
lieve that the base offered by 
the Board is quite reasonable as 
far as going to teachers in the 
early years of their experi­ 
ence ” On the same page he re­ 
fers to the teachers’ demands 
as follows: “I think teachers 
are unrealistic when they try to 


push beginning salaries as high 
as the Dixon Teachers Associa­ 
tion did in this instance.” Hav­ 
ing found the Board’s offer to be 
reasonable and the teachers’ 
demands “ unrea listic,” the 
professor, if he had limited 
himself to the only question that 
was presented to him, would 
have arrived at only one con­ 
clusion. However, assuming the 
role of a mediator, a role he was 
not invited to assume, Profes­ 
sor Seitz sidesteps the difficult 
task of rendering judgment on 
the facts and attempts to strike 
some middle ground 
which 
would recognize the basic fair­ 
ness of the Board’s position and 
still produce a financial benefit 
for teachers. 


The facts, however, are quite 
clear. The offer of the Board is 
both fair and reasonable. The 
fact finder recognized this in 
his report, and the documents 
submitted by the Board, copies 
of which are attached hereto 
and made a part hereof, conclu­ 
sively show the Board’s offer to 
compare favorably with other 
districts in this area as well as 
to the increase in the cost of liv­ 
ing. Nothing is presented in the 
report of the fact finder which 
persuades the Board that its of­ 
fer is anything other than fair 
and reasonable.

The history of collective bar­ 
gaining in the Dixon public 
school system has been a lively 
one. There have been spirited 
arguments, misunderstandings 
and even anger. But while they 
have worked to represent their 
respective constituencies dili­ 
gently and enthusiastically, 
both the Board of Education 
and the Association have con­ 
stantly framed their demands 
and arguments in light of their 
common goal, which is to pro­ 
vide the children of this district 
with the best possible educa­ 
tion. While there are basic disa­ 
greements, it seems clear to the 
Board that the process of nego­ 
tiation has been guided by mu­ 
tually respected rules of good 
faith and fairness which have 
produced positive benefits for 
the teachers, citizens and chil­ 
dren of this district. 
It is in this spirit that negotia­ 
tions have been carried out this 
year and, as a result, all ques­ 
tions regarding fringe benefits, 
working conditions and griev­ 
ance procedures have been set­ 
tled so as to leave only the ques­ 
tion of salary for determination 
by the fact finder. Even on this 
question the parties’ positions 
have been narrowed to a differ­ 
ence of only one hundred dol­ 
lars. The Board has offered a 
salary schedule based on $9,100. 
The Association has demanded 
a base of $9,200. 
Since the difference between 
the demand and the offer is so 
small, the natural inclination of 
any third party would be to 
“split the difference.” It is the 
Board’s belief, however, that 
such a purely pragmatic course 
of action would be most inap­ 
propriate. If it were, in the 
Board’s opinion, merely a ques­ 
tion of “splitting the differ­ 
ence” between two close points, 
it would have done so during 
mediation. As the exhibits sub­ 
mitted with this statement re­ 
flect, however, the Board’s of­ 
fer already represents a fair 
and reasonable compromise on 
the question of salaries, and 
any further concessions or 
compromise on this question 
would not be in order. 
It is the Board’s position that 
the proposed contract for 1974- 
75 includes salary adjustments 
which compare favorably with 
the increased cost of living and 
with the economic benefits of 
other similar districts in north­ 
western Illinois. We feel that 
the teachers of this district 
have been offered a contract 
which gives them economic 
benefits far in excess of other 
districts in this area. Exhibits 
“G” and “H” graphically dem­ 
onstrate that Dixon continues to 
be a leader in the areas of 
fringe benefits and salry. Part 
V of this statement includes ex­ 
hibits which demonstrate that 
Dixon has a record of exceeding 
any cost of living increase and 
that we have, again, offered 
fair and reasonable compensa­ 
tion for teaching services. 
The exhibits which are sub­ 
mitted as a part of this state­ 
ment can be divided into four 
groups The first gives infor­ 
mation related to last year’s 
economic package and is of­ 
fered as a beginning reference 
point for a study of the proposed 
package. These are shown in 
Exhibits “A,” “B ” and ”C” un­ 
der Part II of this statement. 
Part III shows the economic 
package proposed for the 1974- 
75 contract and consists of Ex­ 
hibits “D,” “E ” and “F .” The 
final two groups of exhibits 
compare the Board’s offer with 
other districts in this area and 
with the increase in the cost of 
living. 
No documents are submitted 
which relate to what could be 
called budgetary information. 
There are several reasons why 
the Board has chosen this man­ 
ner of presentation. 


The most important reason 
for excluding such information 
is very simple. In the opinion of 
the Board, questions of ability 
to pay, and the related question 
of interpretation of budgetary 
information, are relevant only 
in instances where the em­ 
ployees are grossly underpaid. 
If any district were not offering 
a fair and reasonable economic 
package and it could be shown 
that they had the ability to pay 
more, then the fact finder could 
logically question the reasona­ 
bleness of the Board’s position. 
The Dixon Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion may very well disagree 
with the Board’s opinion of the 
d istrict’s 
financial 
status, 
which we feel is very serious, 
but such questions do not logi­ 
cally relate to the matter under 
investigation by the fact finder. 
The wealth of any employer is 
not particularly relevant to the 
primary question of the fair­ 
ness of the wages offered. If the 
wages are, in and of them­ 
selves, fair and reasonable, 
then the employer has satisfied 
his obligation to treat his em­ 
ployees justly. 
The Board has, therefore, 
concentrated its attention on 
the relevant facts of what was 
offered and how that offer com­ 
pares to prevailing salaries and 
the cost of living. The exhibits 
show that the teachers have 
been offered fair and reasona­ 
ble compensation. Exhibit* 
“G” and “H” show that Dixon 
is a leader in salary, differen­ 
tials and other fringe benefit*. 
Exhibits " I ” and “J ” give ex­ 
amples of how Dixon’s teachers 
have fared since 1966-67 in coni- 
parison with the increase ip 
the cost of living. It is noted that 
the cost of living has increased 
146.5 per cent since that year oh 
which the Consumer Price In­ 
dex is based. The salaries of the 
teachers in the not untypical 
examples shown in these exhib­ 
its increased by 234.5 per cent 
to 259.5 per cent during that 
time period. 


In Exhibit “L” we have a t­ 
tempted to eliminate any ques­ 
tion of accuracy in determining 
what the Board’s offer means to 
the average teacher. We hav* 
taken only those teachers who 
were employed both last year 
and this year to determine what 
the regular teacher could ex> 
pect from this offer. By exclud­ 
ing all retiring teachers and all 
new 
teachers 
we 
eliminate 
many variables which make if 
difficult to see or which could 
distort the picture of what actik 
al economic benefits are being 
offered to the average teacher^ 
That exhibit shows that, ex­ 
cluding differentials and other 
fringe benefits, the average 
teacher had a salary last year 
of $12,092. Ttiis means an aver­ 
age increase in salary of 10.98 
per cent. Certainly such a raise 
is compatible with the Board’s 
position that its offer is both 
fair and reasonable. As showh 
in Exhibit “K,” the Board’s of* 
fer represents the largest dollar 
increase in the base salary ever 
made. 
In view of these facts, the 
Board believes that it has treat­ 
ed its employes reasonably and 
with fairness. We, therefore, 
emphasize our earlier point 
that any recommendation of 
the fact finder which suggests a 
“ splitting 
the 
difference” 
would not be appropriate. The 
Board’s offer is not only fair 
and reasonable, but it repre­ 
sents a generous salary figure 
far in excess of the amount the 
Board had originally intended 
to offer. Having already ex­ 
tended itself, and having alrea­ 
dy clearly demonstrated its 
willingness to compromise, the 
Board does not intend to make 
any further concessions

Jews 
able to exist in Egypt, but they do not prosper

CAIRO (NEA)— Like mo st 
Egy ptians, Nathan Abraham 
Mo ses rises early each mo rning 
to get to the day ’s wo rk. Unlike 
mo st Egy ptians, his wo rk in­ 
cludes caring fo r and wo rship­ 
ing in an histo ric, dusty sy na­ 
go gue. Mo se, like his famo us 
namesake o f antiquity , is a 
Jew—o ne o f the last o f his peo ­ 
ple left in fiercely Arab Egy pt. 
On the surface o f it, Mo ses’ 
situatio n might be co nstrued as 
a predicament. Jews are no t 
ex actly ho no red residents o f 
mo st Arab territo ries. Liby a 
has lo ng mishandled tho se o f its 
Jewish po pulatio n which did no t 
flee fo llo wing three Arab-Is- 
raeli wars. Sy ria, mo re recent­ 
ly , has refused to co mment o n 
the whereabo uts o r welfare o f 
10 Jews who hav e dro pped o ut 
o f sight. Ev en Jewish v isito rs to 
so me Middle East states hav e 
suffered street-side bumpings 
and humiliatio ns. 
But in Egy pt, fo r the mo st 
part any way , things are differ­ 
ent. Go v ernment spo kesmen 
say there are abo ut 2,000 Jews 
remaining here, mo stly in Cai­ 
ro and Alex andria, and “ they 
are treated like any o ne else.” 
Rabbi Mo ses agrees. He liv es 
with so me 40 Jewish families in 
the o ld sectio n o f Cairo , sur­ 
ro unded by 13 0,000 Mo slems 
and 10,000 Co pts (Christians), 
but admits to no pro blems : 
“ We all liv e to gether here in 
peace; we all lo v e each o ther 
like bro thers.” 
* Actually , Rabbi Mo ses’ o pin­ 
io ns are perhaps suspect. Ev en 
thè Egy ptians call him a “ to ur­ 
ist Jew” —that is, a windo w 
deco ratio n o f Egy ptian benev o ­ 
lence. As the curato r o f Ben Ez­ 
ra Sy nago gue, he is o n go v ern­ 
ment salary . The sy nago gue, as 
an histo ric shrine, is main­ 
tained by the state. Many o f the 
Jews who liv e near the shrine, 
mo reo v er, are impo v erished 
and ex isting o n go v ernment 
do le. 
Yet Mo ses insists he is under 
no intimidatio n when he co m­ 
ments o n his co ngregatio n. 
“ There has been no harass­ 
ment. We are Jews, y es, but 
Egy ptians, to o . We liv e in 
peace. Because this is o ur co un­ 
try , and in this co untry we hav e 
learned to respect each o ther’s 
religio ns.” 
Av ailable ev idence largely 
suppo rts the rabbi’s v iew. His­ 
to rically , Egy pt has been less 
than genero us to its v ario us 
sects (the o riginal Mo ses, after 
all, led the o riginal Israelites 
o ut o f here and into the desert ), 
but religio us persecutio n may 
no lo nger be natio nal po licy . 
Jewish grav ey ards hav e no t 
been desecrated. The two Cairo 
sy nago gues are free o f white-

wash epithets. Regularly , o n 
Jewish ho ly day s, go v ernment 
figures o ffer lo fty and appro ­ 
priate messages o f respect. 
Co mments an Egy ptian o ffi­ 
cial: “ I kno w it is difficult fo r 
o utsiders to understand. But 
Egy ptians are no t anti-semitic. 
We are anti-Zio nist (the mo v e­ 
ment fo r the Jewish state). We 
do n’t want to wipe Jews o ff the 
earth, we just do n’t want them 
to take o v er Palestine. I can’t 
speak fo r what happens in Lib­ 
y a o r o ther Arab natio ns, but 
Egy pt is civ ilized. What go o d 
wo uld it do to run aro und Cairo 
beating up Jews? After all, they 
are part o f o ur histo ry , to o .” 
Indeed, Jews are an impo r­ 
tant part o f Egy pt’s histo ry . 
The religio n has ex isted here 
fo r 3 0 centuries. Altho ugh so me 
Arabs may still be fundamen­ 
tally irked at the bad press the 
o riginal Mo ses gav e Egy pt, the 
situatio n here befo re that parti­ 
tio ning o f Palestine (and fo r a 


few y ears after) was influenced 
heav ily by Jewish citizens. 
Jews and Egy ptians fo ught to ­ 
gether as part o f the British 
fo rces in Wo rld War II. During 
the 19 40s and early ’5 0s, the 
large Jewish po pulatio n in Cai­ 
ro was co nsidered part o f the 
aristo cracy . “ One o f my best 
co llege friends was a Jewess,” 
say s Egy ptian newswo man Sa­ 
rnia M egalli, “ o ther Jews 
o wned 
banks, 
department 
sto res—they were do ing v ery 
well.” 
The Arab-Israel war o f 19 48 
fo rced many Jews into ex ile 
and by the seco nd co nflict, in 
19 5 7, the remaining residents 
were do wn to a hard co re. Tho se 
still in Egy pt to day are mo stly 
o ld, mo stly mo derate, hardly 
ev er po litical. One Jew, a wo m­ 
an o wner o f a statio nery sho p in 
Cairo , will no t talk abo ut the 
Jewish questio n at all. Others 
who do ask fo r strict ano ny mi­ 
ty —“ just a pro tectio n,” they 
say . 
That the pro tectio n is neces­ 
sary , perhaps, is indicatio n all 
is no t necessarily ro ses fo r the 
remaining Jews. No o ne talks o f 
phy sical abuse—“ ex cept fo r the 
o ccasio nal spat with a drunk” —

Ford turns to old s logans

N EW YO RK (A P ) - The 
Am erican c<Misumer, desper­ 
ately seeking guidance through 
the tangled mess of his person­ 
al finances, has been told by 
the President to balance his 
budget, save, waste not, econo­ 
mize and “ do it yourself.” 
The advice recalls the slo­ 
gans and aphorisms that gently 
introduce every grade-schooler 
to the realities of the m arket­ 
place. They are the key words 
and phrases of home economics 
courses. 
They are women’s 
page standbys. 
Tliey are fam iliar words also 
because 
they 
are 
practiced 
regularly by millions of home­ 
makers, often out of necessity 
rather than from choice. They 
are the common sense founda- 
ti(Mi of any household’s financ­ 
ing. 
Nevertheless, while such ad­ 
vice might be the basis for 
good household economics, it 
hardly serves as the basis for a 
newly announced, voluntary na­ 
tional program to meet the in­ 
flation-recession crisis, an eco­ 
nomic em e^ency that has been 
compared in some respects to 
the 1930b . 
First, it is old stuff. It is the 
very advice that millions of 
Am erican householders have 
practiced almost instinctively 
f(MT months and years. Many a 
householder must wonder if 
President Ford is the last to be­ 
come aware of such habits. 
Second, it appears to demon­ 
strate the inability of the ad­ 
m inistration, or in fact any in­ 
stitution or segment of Am eri­ 
can society, to come up with 
believable, substantial advice 
for householders. 
The net impact, therefore. 


could very well be measured as 
a further drop in consumer ex­ 
pectations, especially since so 
many consumers had expected 
that 
a 
change of 
achninis- 
trations would be accompanied 
by a change in strategies. 
A University of Michigan con­ 
sumer survey, for example, 
found 63 per cent of consumers 
felt that economic policy would 
change under Ford, although 
many expressed their opinion 
as a hope rather than a belief.

Both apple cider and fruit 
juice can
